YOUNG WIFE, FACES JEROME 


Enters Bravely On the 
Ordeal of 


Crow-Examination and Is Ready 
With Her Answers — ConcrusloYi of 
Direct Examination and Testimony 
of Mrs. Came. 


New York, Feb. 20—Under cross- 


examination by District Attorney Je- 
rome, Evelyn Nesblt Thaw made an 
admission that drew Harry Thaw half 
out of his chair to search anxiously 
the face of his young wife. She ad- 
mitted to Jerome that a few weeks af- 
ter that fateful interview with Thaw 
in Paris—that nerve-racking conver- 
sation which lasted through the night, 
in which she told Thaw as her reason 
for refusing his offer of mairlage, of 
the indignities to which she had been 
subjected by Stanford White—she had 
written two letters to White from Bou 
logne. Thaw's face paled at the lev- 
elation, and apparently it was only 
with difficulty he restrained hlnibelf. 


Before Attorney Jerome had had 


the witness in the chair for half an 
hour he had secured from the cr>urt 
a ruling which apparently opens the 
way for bringing into the trial of 
Harry K. Thaw all manner of evi- 
dence which may tend 'to discredit 
the defendant's wife. 
Heretofoie it 


has been held that the rules of evi- 
dence protected young Mrs Thaw, 
and that regardless of whether, her 
story was tHll tif title, the fact that 
tBe-had'toltrttto^nef husband was 
Ihe one essential point. Mrs. Thaw 
had been allowed to repeat the stoiy 
so that the Jury might Judge as to 
its effect in unbalancing the mind of 
the man on trial for the murder of 
Stanford White. The district attorney 
opened the wajr for the introduction 
of testimony tending to show the 
truth or falsity of Mis "Hiaw's story 
He asked the witness- "Was the stoiy 
you told Mr. Thaw true?" "It was,' 
sho replied, affirmative!}. 


Mr. Delmas, Thaw's leading coun- 


sel, objected strongly to the question, 
but Justice Fitzgerald held it to be 
competent as tending to show the 
credibility of the witness. Whether 
Mr. Jerome intends to take advantage 
of the ruling in an attempt to throw 
doubt upon the truth of the story, or 
whether Justice Fitzgerald intended 
his ruling^to.cover the whole subject 
of Mrs. That's evidence, the future 
conduct of the case alone can deter- 
mine 
"Mr. Delmas will continue to 


fight with constant objections the in- 
troduction of any testimony as to 
events in the young woman's life, but 
the subject of the credibility of a wit- 
ness If a wide one, and Justice Fitz- 
gerald indicated that fie wdulfl be lib- 
eral in his interpretation of the rules 
In that respect. 


The justice allowed Mr. Jerome to 


bring from Mrs. J J Caine of Boston, 
* friend of Mm. Thaw, who took the 
witness stand, many material points 
•s to the movements of Harry Thaw 
and Evelyn Nesbit following their re- 
turn from Europe in 1904. including 
the published incident of their being 
ejected from the Hotel Cumberland in 
this city—the proprietor insisting that 
they should register as man and wife 
or leave their suites, which adjoined. 
In bringing out these facts Mr. Je- 
rome denied that he was attacking 
Mrs. Thaw, and said he was simply 
testing the credibility of'Mrs. Came.

Thaw moved a hit nervously 


In the witness chair and awaited Mr. 
Jerome's opening pueatlona^ They 
had to do with her signature to'Cf*- 
tain papers, some of wbicn the proa- 
ecutor declared were receipts for 
money ""Mrs. Thaw bad drawn frpm 
tte Mercantile Trust company in 
1902—$25 a week. Mr Delmas pro- 
tested against the district attorney 
making these statements, and noted" 
an exception. Mrs. Thaw said she 
was not sure that all of the signatures 
were her own. They look very much 
like her writing, she added. Who 
provided the money tor the girl at tfie 
Mercantile Trust was not developed. 
Evelyn Thaw's confidence grew as 
the cross-examination went on, and 
she was always r^afly with answers 
Mr. Jerome jumped from point to 
point in her story, and under the plea 
of testing her credibility -was allowed 
to ask her many pertinent questions 
He wanted to know when she first 
heard that she had been named as a 
co-respondent in the George W. Led- 
erer divorce case. Mr. Delmas jumped 
to his feet with a protest 
Mrs. Thaw 


called him over to where she sat and 
whispered something in his ear, and 
the attorney withdrew his obje'ction 
"I read of it in the newspapers," sa'd 
the witness, cheeiily, when Mr Je- 
rome repeated the .question. 


The reluctance or the distiict attor- 


ney to subject Mrs Thaw to a cross 
examination again lent color to the 
rumors that Mr. Jerome still contem- 
j.ates moving for the appointment of 
a commission in lunacy to test Thaw's 
state of mind at the present time 
Now that he has entered upon the 
cross-examination be seems deter- 
mined to «iake it a thorough one 
There were evidences of ill feeling 
existing between Mr. Jerome and Mr 
Delmas." The latter intends to protect 
Mrs. 
"Thaw in every possible way. He 


moved from his accustomed place at 
Thaw's counsel table to a chair withm 
the rail, where the district attorney 
s.if, aad directly to front of Justice 
Fitzgerald 


In completing her direct testimony, 


Mrs Thaw had told of the conversa- 
tions she and her husband had had 
regarding the fate of other young 
women at the hands of Stanford 
White One of these girls was known 
as "the pie girl" She was 15 years 
of age and wore only a gauze drebs 
when she sprang from a big pie at a 
stag dinner. The witness declared 
that May MacKenzle had told her that 
Stanford White, when told she, and 
Harry were very happy together, had 
remaiked "Pooh, it won't last I will 
get her back." Harry Thaw's letter 
to Anthony Comstock describing three 
houses or studios wliere, he declared, 
Stanford White and "other scoun- 
drels," lured young v girls, was read. 
Among the places described was the 
house in West Twentj-fourth street, 
where the velvet swing and the mir- 
rored bedroom were located. Mrs. 
Thaw identified 42 letters which she 
said were in the handwriting of Stan- 
ford White. The letters were not of- 
fered in evidence, but Mr. Delmas will 
attempt later to get them Into the 
case. 


Mrs Caine testified to overhearing 


Harry Thaw ask Mi-s Nesbit for her 
daughter's hand in 1903. She also 
testified as to how Harry Thaw acted 
when ho saw Stanford White. She 
declared he appeared angry. "As a 
man in the face of his enemy might 
appear." suggested Mr. Jerome, on 
cross-examination. "Yes," she replied 
Mr. Delmas asked it she did not 
mean that Thaw's conduct in the 
presence of White was "irrational." 
She said she did. To Mr. Jerome sho 
again said Thaw appeared 
angry. 


Mr Jerome questioned Mrs. Caine 
closely and brought out many state- 
ments from'her with regard to Harry 
Thaw and Evelyn Nesbit. Among 
those was £ne fact that Mrs. Nesbit 
had not accompanied her daughter 
and Harry Thaw to Europe In 1904— 
the second trip abroad. He also got 
from Mrs. Caine the fact that Evelyn 
Nesbit had told her that the operation 
which has figured so .frequently In 
the case was for appendicitis. Mrs. 
Caine testified that Thaw had told 
tors.
